Ladies and Gentlemen: 


July 26th, 1923. 


The Moderation League of Alberta has delegated to the Edmonton Branch 
and placed within its jurisdiction that portion of the Province running cast and 
west a few miles south of Ponoka to the Boundary lines, and north as far as 
the Provinte extends, for the purposes of the organization and promotion ot 
a campaign to make public the programme adopted in connection with the 


forthcoming Referendum. 


Every supporter of the League within that district is entitled to member- 
ship for a nominal subscription of $1.00. The activities of the League centre 
in the City of Edmonton and a strong executive has been formed within the 
City to carry on the work with a view to the endorsation of the programme 


adepted for the promotion of better social, moral 


and economie conditions 


throughout the Province and to safeguard the observance of the Law. 


Although the entire territory above described has been entrusted to the 
Branch of the League, which has its headquarters in Edmonton, it is not, in 
any way, the intention of the Edmonton Branch to do anfthing except assist 
the other centres of the community under their jurisdiction in local organiza- 
tion so that each district may autonomously carry on its own campaign and 
its own work. For this purpose the Campaign Committee of the Edmonton 
Branch will undertake to furnish speakers and information to every centre 
in the district that requires such. The Campaign Committee can practically 
promise in advance that at least one speaker ean be selected for any meeting 
from the list of officers whose names appear hereunder to accompany the other 
gentlemen who may be delegated by the Campaign Committee to go to the 
various points where meetings are announced to be held. It will only be con- 
sidered the duty of the Campaign Committee to attempt local organization at 
points where the local residents do not care to take up, or have not, after a 


certain time, taken up their own organization. 


At points where citizens are 


carrying on with their own chairman, secretary and committee, the work of 
the Central Campaign Committee will be simply advisory and auxiliary. It is 
very desirable that every organization of a local nature shall notify the central 
office in Edmonton of the officers elected, and of their prospects from time to 
time during the campaign. A complete list of all the officers and committees 
who undertake this work will be kept and recognition for all activities in any 


particular district will be given to the members of these organizations. The 
work is entirely voluntary.
